2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Walton (US 
2004/0085892 A1) discloses hopping transmitted tones in adjacent sectors in a 
communications cell (see paragraph [01 14]). Walton, however, fails to disclose or 
render obvious communicating blocks of information of a first size, second size and third 
size in a wireless sectorized frequency division multiplexing communication cell as 
specified in independent claims 1, 16 and 19. 

It is also noted that applicant has other related applications such as 10/641,308 
(US 2005/0036441 A1); 10/648,767 (US 2004/0166887 A1); 10/648,766 (US 
2004/0166886 A1); 10/641,399 (US 2004/0095902 A1). Although these applications do 
disclose tone hopping in adjacent sectors in a communications cell, they fail to disclose 
or render obvious communicating blocks of information of a first size, second size and 
third size in a wireless sectorized frequency division multiplexing communication cell as 
specified in independent claims 1,16 and 19.
